Some who did not care 
especially for chinaware waited in 
the dining-room, where there were 
some valuable and attractive paint- 
ings, embroidery, bric-a-brac, etc.

He returned a short 
time after, and is alleged to have made 
an attempt to get the letter out of the 
office by stepping behind the counter. 
The Postmaster, it is surtnised, opposed 
his attempt, and in the struggle Mc- 
Tigue fatally shot him.

How to Lie When Asleep. 


It would seem on the first blush of the 
matter that the posture for—that is, to 
Leip ted must be generally the siine 
as that voluntarily or instinctively as- 
sumed during sleep; but a little con- 
sideration will mgke it apparent that 
this is.not correct. It may be granted 
that, supposing the person to be sleeping 
lichtly and uncomfortably, the postur. 
will be changed hal{-consciously to one 
of comfort. It would be more correct to 
say that it is changed in the en:leavor to 
avoil distress or discomfort; but even 
the fact that sleep is quieter in the new 
position will not su‘tice to prove that this 
18 @ better one, because the fieep nin y 
meanwhile have become deeper. It is, 
on the whole, impossible to ascertuin, 
either by experience or observation, 
which is the postare most conducive to 
sleep, and attempts to lay down rules for 
the guidance of bad sleepers are always 
arbitrary, generally empirical, and rarely 
of any practical value. : 

Those*who think “anemia of the cer>- 
brum”’ is the cause of sleep, and those 
who think that, though not the cause, a 
diminution in the quantity of bloo! in 
the vessels of tha encephalon, is a 
necessary concomitant of sleep, prefer 
and recommend that the head should he 
higher than the feet; while those who 
adopt the opposite view an think pas- 
sive congestion causes or pro rates som- 
nolence, would have the feet raise | oni 
the head lowered. The confoundinz of 
stupor with sleep may and probably has 
something te do with these differences 
of opinion. Meanwhile, a common sense 
view of the subject would conciude that, 
as there is evidently some change in the 
blood state when the brain falls asieep, 
the best plan must seem to be to place 
the boty in such position that the ow 
of blood through the vesse!s of the head 
and neek may be especially easy and 
free. The way to secure this is to allow 
the head’to lie in a posture antl 6n a 
level that cannot offer any obstacle to 
the free return of blood through tho 
veins of the neck, ani does not tend t» 
make the blood flow specially in any 

articiilar direction, but leaves mature at 
liberty to act as-she will.
